Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gtentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Puhlio 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  Decemher  1964* 

The  population  increased  from  25,930  26,280,  hut  this  increase 

should  proceed  at  a  much  more  rapid  rate  in  the  next  few  years  with  the 
huild  up  of  Cramlington  New  ToTm.  The  general  health  of  the 
population  is  good  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  20*25  per  1,000 
live.. births. is  very  satisfactory.  It  is  usual  to  regard  this  as  an 
index  of  the  general  state  of  medical  care  as  well  as  a  standard  of 
health  eduction  in  the  area.  The  Seaton  Valley  figure  is  about  the 
same  as  the  general  average  figure  for  Ehgland  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  is 
very  low  (75)  as  compared  with  last  year  (312).  There  v/ere  no  deaths 
from  any  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases.  Immunisation  against 
Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  continues  to 
be  offered  free  of  charge,  in  the  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics.  I  am  pleasqito  report  that  the  total  number  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  has  diminished,  the  number  being  I36 
compared  with  147  on  the  register  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  TiAerculosis  during  the  year, 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  Coronary  Thrombosis,  which  was 
responsible  for  the  deaths  of  40  males  and  25  females.  Cancer  of 
the  Lung  caused  twelve  deaths  in  males  and  three  in  females. 

Bronchitis  caused  fourteen  male  deaths  and  seven  female  deaths. 

It  would  be  noticed  that  all  these  main  causes  of  death  affect  males  much 
more  than  females  and  they  are  all  illnesses  which  have  been  stated  to  be 
associated  with  excessive  cigarette  smoking. 

Slum  Clearance  continues  and  all  Public  Health  Inspectors  are 
required  to  spend  much  of  their  time  in  routine  housing  investigations 
and  the  remedying  of  defects.  Although  the  Council  have  a  policy  of 
progressive  slum  clearance  there  are  over  500  houses  waiting  to  be 
dealt  with  under  the  current  Slum  Clearance  programme.  It  is 
disappointing  that  there  are  still  many  houses  in  the  district  with  no 
internal  water  supply,  depending  on  outside  street  taps 5  as  well  as 
having  outside  unlit  and  totally  unsuitable  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  Health  Committ  eo  will  not  be  satisfied  until  these  conditions  are 
remedied  and  all  the  tenants  are  re-housed  in  modern  housing  accommodation. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chaiiman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year 
and  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Hualth  Department  for  their  continued 
assistance  in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  public.
